Iron Mountain— The end 
has 
apparently been written to 
the 
$100,000 damage action brought 
by Louis Alimenti, aged 51, of 
Iron Mountain, against the Ford 
Motor company, the federal cir­ 
cuit court of appeals at Cincin­ 
nati having upheld the district 
federal court in directing a ver­ 
dict for the company. 


Notice of the decision of the 
court of appeals was received by 
former State Senator H. .1. Rush- 
ton, of Escanaba, attorney for the 
company. 
Former State Senator 
Ray Derham, of Iron Mountain, 
represented Alimenti but, it was 
reported, did not appear at the 
recent session of the court of ap­ 
peals because of the fire that de­ 
stroyed his residence at the corner 
of H and Jackson streets. 


The 
Alimenti 
case 
dragged 
through the courts for some time 
and was accompanied by several 
interesting developments. Alimen­ 
ti claimed that while employed in 
an oil dipping room at the Ford 
plant in January, 193 0, he was 
poisoned by a water repellant in 
which he dipped wood. The repol- 
lant, it was contended, contained 
2 2 to 2 5 grains of arsenic to the 
pound. 


F irs t TritHl in im i2 


This evidence was offered when 
the case first went on trial before 
Judge Fred M, Raymond in fed­ 
eral court at Marquette in Octo­ 
ber, of 1932. 
On that occasion 
Dr. William Schlel, of Iron Moun­ 
tain, witness for the plaintiff, was 
fined $100 for appearing on tho 
stand in an intoxicated condition. 


Of 
the 
$100,000 
Alimenti 
sought, the Jury 
awarded 
him 
$7,000. 
The company asked for 
a 
new 
trial, 
largely 
on 
tho 
strength of the 
Schlei 
incident, 
and this was granted. 
At tho sec­ 
ond hearing, 
conducted

Judge Raymond In April, of 1933, 
a vial reported to have contained 
some of the fluid In the dipping 
vat was Introduced.

arsenic, but

Expansion to City 


W. U. Thomas, secretary of tho 


Mainstiqno Chamber of Commerce 
.spoke before the regular meeting 
of the ManiHtique Women's club 
hold at the Lincoln school auditor- 
ium on Tuesday afternoon on the 
subject of the proposed expansion 
of tho federal nursery hero.

Mr. Thomas, stressing the bene- 


fits that will come to Maniatiriue 
through the expansion of tho fed- 
eral nursery bore, stated the fact 
that no community 
can 
thrive 


without employment. 
Expansion 


of the nursery hero will 
provide 


one of tho best payrolls that has 
come to Manistique In many years 
One of the best futures of this in- 
dustry is its permanance. 


Briefly, Mr. 
Thomas outlined 


the purpose of the nursery expan- 
sion and the reason for submitting 
tho question of deeding the neces- 
sary hind to the government be- 
fore the voters in a special 
elec- 


tion. Ho explained that with the 
expansion of the National Forest 
areas in the upper peninsula addi- 
tional nursery 
facilities 
became 


necessary. 
The 
present nursery 


hero- with 25 acres of land in seed 
beds lias a capacity of 17 million 
seedlings and a HO million 
seed- 


ling output is required. The land 
across the river from the present 
nursery was examined but found 
unsuitable for nursery 
purposes. 


The Forest 
Service 'was giving 


consideration to the establishment 
ot an entirely 
separate 
nursery 


unit in the Marquette forest when 
approached on the matter of locat- 
ing the expanded nursery here, tn 
order to make the expansion 
at 


Mani.sliquo, only that area adja- 
cent to the present nursery on tne 
west would be considered by the 
federal service. 


Turning- this area over to tho 
eral government will leave ap- 


proximately 45 acres in tho River- 
side Park, about 10 acres of which 
is near tho intake dam 
and 
35 


acres is across the river. This area 
is 
more 
than ample for such a 


park to care for the needs of a 
city several times the size of Man- 
istique. Most of the area to be af- 
fected by the transfer 
has 
not 


been used to any groat extent. Bel 
cause oC the 
improvement 
and 


landscaping which the Forest Ser- 
vice will carry out tho tie-up 
of 


tho city park with the expanded 
nursery will add to the interest in 
and attractiveness of 
the 
park 


rather than detract. 


Tho city charter provides that 


real cstato cannot be disposed of 
without being .submitted to 
the 


qualified electors and approved by 
them. Because of this charter pro- 
vision the question will be placed 
on the special election ballot and 
voted upon at the same time at 
the primary election, March 4. 


Mr. Thomas closed his talk with 


the statement thnt everyone- who 
has tho interest, of the community 
for the present and future at heart 
should not only vote yes on 
the 


proposition, bur u.«e his or her in- 
fluence with others.
